President’s Column 


The Ways We Advance 


On Sunday, April 16, 
the congregation 
voted overwhelm- 
ingly to hire Rabbi 
Camille Shira Angel

2 those of you who 
pe a were not able to hear 
David Gellman the Rabbi Search 
Committee’s report at that meeting, 
here’s a short sketch of who we'll be 
welcoming into our community later 
this summer. Copies of the committee’s 
full report are available from the office.

Rabbi Angel is currently the Associate 
Rabbi at Rodeph Sholom, a 1600-fam- 
ily congregation in New York City. 
Following her ordination in 1995, 
Rabbi Angel specifically chose Rodeph 
Sholom to take advantage of the men- 
toring offered to young rabbis by a large 
congregation which currently has three 
full-time rabbis, plus a cantor and a 
large staff, supporting not only tradi- 
tional congregational activities, but 
also a full-time day school. 


During her tenure at this decidedly 
mainstream congregation, Rabbi Angel 
distinguished herself by founding an 
alternative, participatory Shabbat 
morning Torah-study group and serv- 
ice; creating a monthly Healing Service; 
developing a lay-led weekday evening 
minyan; founding an interfaith couples 
support group; facilitating a bereave- 
ment support group and creating 
several engaging educational programs 
on such topics as Jewish Messianism, 
explaining death to children, talking 
about God with our children, and Jew- 
ish views on immortality. During a 
break in her studies at Hebrew Union 
College, Rabbi Angel wrote an award- 
winning high school curriculum called 

“Intimate Connections: Integrating 
Human Love with God’s Love” which 
focuses on gay and lesbian culture to 
teach Jewish teens about empathy, sex, 
love, Judaism and social justice. 


Those of us who have had a chance to 
meet Rabbi Angel have been extraordi- 
narily impressed with the depth of her 
Jewish knowledge; the seamless inte- 
gration of Jewish values into her life, 
her teaching and her counseling; her 


high sense of personal integrity; and 
her interest in and respect for individu- 
als - which was clearly reciprocated in 
the glowing recommendations she 
received. A ninth-generation rabbi, 
Rabbi Angel said in one of her state- 
ments to us: “I am a living link in the 
chain of tradition. Aware of my link- 
age, I strive to bring Judaism to people 
based on where they find themselves at 
any given point in their lives. The 
essence of my rabbinate is to make 
Judaism relevant and compelling, 
thereby transmitting the values and 
teachings of our awesome inheritance.” 


Rabbi Angel will be joining us at our 
annual leadership Advance August 4- 
6, and then, at the end of August, she 
and her partner, Karen Segal, will be 
moving to San Francisco to join us at 
Sha’ar Zahav just in time for Rosh 
Hashanah and Yom Kippur. Formal 
installation ceremonies will be sched- 
uled for the fall, after the High 
Holidays. We look forward to welcom- 
ing both Camille and Karen into our 
community - and to many, many years 
of worshipping with, and learning 
from, our new rabbi. 


Speaking of the Advance (CSZ’s 
enlightened version of a retreat), each 
year current leaders and other mem- 
bers who demonstrate their 
commitment to, and involvement in, 
CSZ spend a weekend in the country 
working together to address major 
issues of concern to the congregation, 
getting to know each other better 
through informal social activities and 
renewing our spiritual connection to 
Sha’ar Zahav. The theme of this year’s 


weekend is “L’dor Vador: Developing 
New Partnerships from Generation to 
Generation.” As President, one of my 
duties is to send out nearly 200 invita- 
tions to participate in the Advance, in 
order to end up with the 60 persons we 
can accommodate. No president esca- 
pes criticism for his or her omissions 
from this list. If you are a member who 
is involved in our congregation, and 
who should be invited to participate, 
first, please accept my apology if I 
failed to include you this year, and sec- 
ond, please let me know so that you can 
be invited next year. 


One of the “new partnerships” that 
will be scrutinized at this year’s 
Advance will be our relationship with 
our new rabbi, for this is indeed a part- 
nership in every sense of the word. It 
is a multifaceted relationship - our 
rabbi will be a partner in varying 
degrees with the officers, committees, 
professional staff, lay leaders and with 
every CSZ member, and it is a partner- 
ship that we will want to nurture and 
develop over the years. So limitations 
on numbers at the Advance notwith- 
standing, here’s an invitation I can 
extend to all of you: Whether you are 
a donor of your time or dollars or ideas, 
whether you are a past president or our 
newest member, whether you are a 
leader or a “Jew-in-the-Pew” - every 
shul needs plenty of both - you are cor- 
dially invited to participate fully in our 
new relationship with Rabbi Angel, to 
grow together as a family and a com- 
munity, and to create a partnership 
which will last “L’dor Vador,” from 
generation to generation.

Trip to Israel

As previously announced, CSZ will 
join with the Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force of the SF Jewish Community 
Federation in a trip to Israel next 
spring. The trip will be from April 18 
through 29, 2001 (which includes 
Israel’s Memorial and Independence 
Day holidays). There will also be an 
optional 3-day add-on to the famed 
carved-rock city of Petra and other 
sites in Jordan. 


The approximate total cost of the trip 
(for airfare plus the ten days in Isra- 
el) will be $2,900, but the cost may be 
reduced by up to $200 by Federation 
subsidy, depending upon the number 
of travelers. As this is a Federation- 
sponsored trip, it’s hoped that upon 
return, participants will volunteer

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A Tribute to Norma Faini-Pick oo 
By Marc Wernick with special thanks to Rabbi Dorothy A. Richman for her eulogy, 
it was an inspiration and many of her thoughts about Norma are echoed here.

Norma was a woman of beautiful 
contradictions - fiercely social but 
remarkably independent, aware of her 
own needs yet vulnerable, talkative but 
also a thoughtful author, and eclectic 
but yet a meticulous “by the book” 
accountant. 


Pirkei Avot (4:21) teaches “This world 
is like an anteroom before the world 
to come; prepare yourself in the ante- 
room that you may enter in the ban- 
quet hall,” and that is how Norma led 
her life. CSZ became a new family for 
Norma and she wasted no time con- 
verting once-strangers into good 
friends. She loved to get dressed to the 
nines and go out. She loved music - 
from the tunes at Sabbath services to 
a collection of hundreds of old records. 


One of the things that attracted friends 
to Norma was her open-mindedness. 
She was interested in people as they 
were, not in changing them. But 
Norma didn’t just like having differ- 
ent people in her life, she fought for 
them. Norma had a long history of 
political and social activism - from 
being a Freedom Rider to organizing 
and supporting demonstrations from 
renters’ rights to gay liberation to 
women’s rights. 


With her characteristic energy and 
eclecticism, Norma became a member 
of CSZ in the last year of her life. She 
joined all sorts of committees, signed 
up for the adult Bat Mitzvah program 
and took a class for new members. She 
peppered the rabbinical consultant 
and counselor with provocative ques- 
tions. She would giggle and gossip 
with friends who took her to services 


and synagogue events. 


Norma received care from her three 
feline companions: Murray, Rosey 
and Natasha as well as from her niece 
Magda Tornick, her longtime friends 
Barry Leonard and Steve Isakson, and 
from her many new friends at CSZ. 


One of the rabbinical scholars, Rumi, 
said “Your grief for what you have lost 
lifts a mirror up to where you’re 
bravely working.” For me, Norma’s 
life embodied many of the traits I 
personally admire. When you got to 
know Norma, you discovered that she 
was authoritative and confident when 
telling you what she knew as well as 
when asking about what she didn’t 
know. She taught me how I can be 
both strong and yet vulnerable; how 
I can ask for help but not be needy. 
Norma’s death also re-emphasized the 
importance of community and the 
blessing of support that I have per- 
sonally felt here at CSZ.

May Va’ad Minutes 


We began by counting the Omer. 


The minutes of the April Va’ad 
meeting were adjusted to read “The 
CEB hopes to raise their revenues 
through a combination of additional 
grants, additional students, and only 
as needed, will conduct an explora- 
tion of changes in tuition.” 


Howard Herman and Lea Salem 
presented the Security Subcommit- 
tee Report. The subcommittee is 
working with a philosophy of bal- 
ancing an open and welcoming 
atmosphere with a sense of safety 
and security. The Security Plan pro- 
posal includes increased door mon- 
itoring, staff and community safety 
training, a media and community 
response plan, and routine security 
procedures such as fire drills. The 
Va’ad affirms the recommendations 
to do staff training and congrega- 
tional security/safety education, and 
requests additional information 
regarding the potential cost of addi- 
tional staff time monitoring the door. 


Dahlia Gross raised the concern of 
decreased member volunteerism and 
increased expectation of staff-driven 
programming. She invited input on 
that issue as well as on the role of 
the new family educator, the CSZ 
policy for charging for events, and 
how groups define themselves: as 
havurot, committees, etc. 


Howard Herman gave a Children’s 
Education Board Report, noting that 
there is an on-going effort to define 
the role of the CEB relative to the 
Va’ad, and presenting a revised tui- 
tion schedule for Kadimah. There 
is an increase for next year and the 
CEB will continue to look at creat- 


- ing a sliding scale tuition policy. This 


will ultimately need to be decided 
by the Va’ad and will be explored in 
relation to the work of the Revenue 
Task Force. David Shneer is work- 
ing on projecting numbers of stu- 
dents in future years in order to 
determine space needs. There is no 


need for additional classroom space 
this school year. A suggestion was 
made to explore funding for class- 
room assistants and it was noted 
that there is grant this year for 
funding CSZ teens to do some of 
that work. 


Lyssa Friedman gave a Personnel 
Committee Report. The CSZ 
organizational chart is complete. 
Job descriptions are being com- 
pleted and a staff evaluation form 
has been drafted and is currently 
circulating for staff feedback. Once 
Rabbi Angel is here, the format for 
the Rabbi’s evaluation will be 
developed with her input. A current 
project of the Personnel Committee 
is the creation of a Sexual Harass- 
ment policy. The Committee will 
also give some attention to staff 
benefits. Finally, it was noted that 
the contract with Rabbi Angel is 
almost completed. 


Arthur Slepian gave the Treasurer’s 
Report. He noted that March is 
likely to be the lowest revenue 
month of this fiscal year; it is 
expected that dues revenues will 
pick up in the remaining few months. 


Lisa Katz reported that the Revenue 
Task Force has had its first meeting. 
They are currently brainstorming 
and information gathering. The 
focus is first on dues and then on 
other fundraising strategies. They 
expect to complete a report by the 
July Va’ad meeting. 


Ami Zusman gave the Membership 
Report. She presented two house- 
holds for membership, one return- 
ing and one new. There were no 
resignations this month. 


David Gellman gave the President’s 
Report. David expressed thanks to 
Robin Leonard and Jeff Sherman 
for coordinating the Va’ad Shabba- 
ton, to the Ritual Committee for 
consistently excellent services every

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Why Is This New Member Different From All Others? By Marc Wernick 


“Td been synagogue shopping for the last 
six years, coming to CSZ for the last year, 
and joined as a member about six 
months ago,” says Riley Morgan, talking 
about his courtship with Congregation 
Sha’ar Zahav, which, he feels, provides 
the right structure to his feminist back- 
ground. He describes CSZ as “a dynamic 
congregation” and commends us for 

“reaching out to different populations and 
welcoming people of varying identities.” 
In fact, Riley and his partner, Stacey 
Hart, along with Va’ad member Rose 
Katz, recently led a dialogue on the topic 
of intergenerational conceptualizations 
of sexual orientation, gender identity 
and community, to deepen that under- 
standing among the membership of the 
synagogue. 


Riley’s approach to Sha’ar Zahav mir- 
rors his modus operandi. In talking to 
Riley about his coming out process - as 
a lesbian and as a transgendered man - 
and about his recent decision to attend 
law school, you discover a man who is 
true to soul, relying on both emotion and 
intellect, as well as secular and Jewish 
philosophy for insight. And, once Riley 
gathers his data, watch out, for he is 
ready to spring into action. 


Riley went to the University of Illinois 
where he helped to found one of the 
country’s first LGBT community centers 
in a university setting. Riley is an applied 
research sociologist by training and he 
explores the world through that lens. For 
example, five years after coming out as 
a lesbian, Riley began to explore the 
psychosocial, medical and legal ramifi- 
cations of gender transition for more 
than four years prior to his decision to 
transition from female to male (FTM). 

“The only stones I left unturned were the 
ones I stumbled on,” he jests. 


“One of the most intense emotional 
experiences through the process of 
exploring my gender identity was the fear 
of cultural backlash from two distinct 
communities - the queer community and 
the Jewish community.” In his initial 
research, Riley found that segments of 
the Jewish community were very derog- 
atory toward the LGBT community as 
a whole. In turn, there were segments of 
the LGB community that were intolerant 
of transgendered individuals. “In the end, 
though, I found friends in the queer 


community who supported me as I 
physically transitioned, and information 
from a more reasonable Jewish point of 
view made me realize that I did not have 
to compromise any of my identities - 
lesbian, FTM and Jewish.” 


Riley is also embarking on another 
change. He will be starting law school 
shortly. Currently, Riley is a consultant 
doing education, research and advocacy 
for transgender concerns within business, 
university and medical settings. Riley 
hopes to take his sociology research skills 
and partner them with skills he will soon 
acquire in his legal studies to make social 
change happen. 


To get to know Riley better, I asked Riley 
the following four questions: 


1. If someone from CSZ found it difficult to 
understand gender transition, how would 


you reply? 


“T would appeal to them through an 
understanding of Jewish law, as well as 
on a personal level, " replied Riley. 

“Jewish law has as many interpretations 
as there are scholars. One of the central 
passages that is relevant to transgender 
issues is Deuteronomy 22:5. ‘A man’s 
item shall not be on a woman, and a man 
shall not wear a woman’s garment; 
whoever does such a thing is an abhor- 
rence unto Adonai.’” Riley forwarded 
an email of excerpts from his assembled 
research, with a variety of interpreta- 
tions of this passage, which cited Deut. 
22:5 as a prescription to prevent unsanc- 
tioned commingling of men and women 
that might lead to adultery or rape, as 
well as a way to reduce contamination 
of monotheistic Judaism by those who 
practiced cross-dressing in the context of 
the polytheistic goddess worship of the 
Canaanites. “Many of the so-called 
admonishments of transsexuality in the 
Torah take root in the rules regarding the 
impact of intersex conditions on inheri- 
tance rights. Jewish law was intended to 
include, not exclude, hermaphrodites 
and androgynous individuals.” 


From a personal level, Riley argues, 
“Just as ideas about who we should fall 
in love with are based on one’s sex at 
birth, so is the idea of our gender. I see 
the same inherent dynamic with homo- 
sexuality and transgenderism. Everyone 
is capable of knowing whether they are 
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inherently queer or straight. Similarly, 
everyone also has an innate sense of 
whether they are male, female or some- 
where in between. Sometimes, our bod- 
ies just don’t match our gender. Just as 
you would never say ‘You shouldn't be 
gay or lesbian,’ you also wouldn't want 
to say to someone ‘you shouldn't be 
transgendered.’” 


2. Who is your role model? 


Riley identifies with Amos. The Chu- 
mash identifies Amos as a paragon of 
justice and affirms the holiness of the 
individual. “He was obsessed with jus- 
tice. His rage was matched by courage,” 
notes Riley. “Amos is so dedicated; his 
energy is used to create social justice.” 


3. What are your sources of energy? 


Almost immediately, with an impish 
smile in his voice, Riley replies, “One 
good conversation can have me going for 
at least a week. I love connecting with 
friends on an intimate level - debating, 
being the Devil’s advocate and eliciting 
ideas. Controversy and debate adds to 
what I am; I can always learn from 
another person’s ideas.” 


4. What books are on your nightstand? 


Riley is an avid reader of non-fiction. 
The four books on his nightstand: Jew- 
ish Literacy, Myths of Gender, Planet Law 
School, and the Institute of Medicine’s 
Report on Lesbian Health. 


We look forward to learning more about 
Riley, and the transgender community, 
as well as the many other communities 
and individuals at CSZ so we can enrich 
our understanding of the diverse ways 
we express our identities within our 
Jewish community.
